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Piecemeal Resistance Futile 

Piecemeal resistance to the encroaching au- 
thority of a strong central government is about as ef- 
fective as a one bucket firo brigade. During the past 
couple of decades the philosophy of the total state 
has come close to destroying the liberty and dignity 
of the individual the world over. 

The United States is no exception. Under a 
well defined Federal plan we are moving steadily 
toward total state control of basic industries, the recog- 
nized route by which modern governments enslave 
people. And yet individually und collectively in bur 
various trades or professions we flutter happily 
about like barnyard fowl until the man with the ax 
lays us by our heels, for the final stroke. 

Not long ago the editor of a Trade publication, 
The Hardware Retailer, urged retailers to take a 
greater interest in the national scne. He pointed out; 
that small retailers came very near to being included' 
in the wage and hour law last year, and also that 
"anything which affects manufacturers and whole- 
salers unfavorably, definitely affects the interests 
of the retail distributor." He could well have added 
that industry threatened with socialization, excessive 
taxation, or abuses of power by monoplistic labor 
bosses affects the interests of retailers, just as it af-l 
fects the welfare of everyone else. 

If the growth of such evils is to be curbed at 
all, it must be done by the collective opposition of 
all the people — not just the minorities who are the 
victims at the moment. 



Coal At The Year's End 

As the year neared its end, the coal supply was 
running low. Some major coal users, including several 
railroads, were concerned about their future needs. 
Worry was expressed by retail coal merchants in 
many communities, who were facing with uncertainty 
the cold weather period when demand reaches its 
peak. 



In the coal mining regions, thousands of miners 
and thoir families went through a bleak Christmas 
season. The reason: there had been little work for a 
long time and their financial resources were nt a low 
ebb. 

The owners and operators of the soft coal 
mines— the people whoso savings and work made this 
great basic industry possible — also looked ahead with 
uncertainty. Due to high costs and periodic shut- 
downs, coal's competitive position in regard to other 
fuels had worsened. Coal users, and especially the 
big users, naturally turn to the fuel which offers the 
most certain supply at the most reasonable cost. 

Why had all this occurred at a time when the 
country at large was running in high gear, there was 
relatively little general unemployment, >and most in- 
dustries were doing well? The answer is simple. 
Coal labor is an iron-clad monopoly, under the control 
of one man, John L. Lewis. Mr. Lewis had*declded 
that not a ton of coal should be mined without his 
consent, and then only under terms to bo dictated by 
him, without honest arbitration as we have always 
understood it. During the year there had been shut- 
down after shut-down; dislocation after dislocation, 
strike after strike. The losses to the miners, the own- 
ers, and to other industries have been incalculable. 

And here is what Congress must consider. This 
condition will continue so long as we allow nation- 
wide labor monopolies to be completely free of the 
antitrust, antimonopoly laws that apply to all other 
business.

You know, from one angle, our young folks 
are in a dilemma.

There is difference— but not big — between the 
wiy Russia runs all business, big and little, and the 
way we operate here in our own grand land. Our 
own Govt, is bending every effort toward being the 
Big Smoke, too, like Russia, by putting rocks on the 
track of little business soon as it shows signs of mak- 
ing speed under its own steam. 

As one sample, taek Edison and his motor and 
his lamp. Little fellows built up poles and wires to 
supply the power — did a good job — but now what. 
The Govt, is elbowing-in — and pushing out the folks 
who made a little new business into something im- 
portant—big. A dilemma for our young folks, I calls 
it.

security number," he said. 

"Many of the accounts represent 
small earnings from part-time em- 
ployment, while other represent 
sizeable salaries. Many of these 
numbers are later located and cre- 
dited to the worker, but the time 
to secure the number is the first 
day the employee starts working, 
or when he applies for the job. 

"Much additional expense is in- 
curred both the employer and the 
government in trying to locate miss- 
ing social security numbers after 
the quarterly return is submitted," 

He explained that missing num- 
bers represent only a minute part 
of the total earnings reported, but 
even a small amount may mean the 
difference between monthly social 
scurity benefits or none at all. They 
likewise affect the size of the in- 1 
dividual's benefits. 

Mr. Barnett reminded workers ; 
that the statute of limitations ap-| 
plied after four years and suggest- j 
ed that all workers check their rec-i 
orris at least that -often. His office' 
has a simple post card form to com- ' 
plete and mail for those interested 
in verifying the accuracy of their 
social security accounts.
